The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con-= 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
eccupancy.

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error,

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro= 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease6, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey.

Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting

The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 


of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 


rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com= 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations cf 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table l. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con=- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as com- 
pleted for the purposes of this survey.

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
tureally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based ona sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of ali types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

NEW_RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
alse chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort~- 


gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 


politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or & structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definit 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con~ 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(1) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings3 

(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a regi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 

living quarters over a store, etc.); 
(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struce 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases ag 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bound- 
aries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-cperation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with populations of 5,000 or more, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis. Over the past year, the sample has been re-designed 
to provide for more widely scattered coverage, and the number of sample areas 
selected for complete enumeration has been increased from-about 400 to nearly 800. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the boun= 
daries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metroe- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For eacmple, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occu- 
pancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded a come 
pleted for the purposes of this survey.

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struce 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit insteac 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bound- 
aries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

Introduction 
The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with populations of 5,000 or more, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
4s covered on a sample basis. Over the past year, the sample has been re-designed 
to provide for more widely scattered coverage, and the number of sample areas 
selected for complete enumeration has been increased from about 400 to nearly 800. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the boun- 
daries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occu- 
pancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded a com- 
pleted for the purposes of this survey.

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struce 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

ince the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very smal] as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent errore A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

ome cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bound- 
aries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Intreduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with populations of 5,000 or more, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
4s covered on a sample basis. Over the past year, the sample has been re-designed 
to provide for more widely scattered coverage, and the number of sample areas 
selected for complete enumeration has been increased from about 400 to nearly 800. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the boun- 
daries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro= 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occu-= 
pancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded a com- 
pleted for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling:

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struce- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a cormon passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per yeare 


Relizbility of the estimates 

ince the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very smal] as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the Survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bound- 
aries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

The statistics contained in this report are the results of-a-nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with populations of 5,000 or more, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remsinder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis. Over the past year, the sample has been re-designed 
to provide for more widely scattered coverage, and the number of sample areas 


selected for complete enumeration has been increased from about 400 to nearly 800. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the boun- 
daries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction. includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occu- 
pancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded a con- 
pleted for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi-e 


dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

ince the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very smal] as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bound- 
aries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

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Introduction NPR 
The statistics contained in this report are the resultsof a nation- 


wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with populations of 5,000 or more, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis. Over the past year, the sample has been re-designed 
to provide for more widely scattered coverage, and the number of sample areas 
selected for complete enumeration has been increased from about 400 to nearly 800. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the boun- 
daries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occu- 
pancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski chacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded a com- 
pleted for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.6., not joined to other buildings; 

(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 
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(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. _ 


For the purpose of this Survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural) production of at 
least $250. including produce used for home consumption. This definition was intro- 
duced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a 
period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing 
at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings there is actually little differ. 
ence between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to Sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 53000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the Sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within > per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instea 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but — 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to error; 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part | 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas / 
Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, | 

for the pruposes of the survey or new residential construction, have been included 

under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bound- 

aries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 

for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 

in Table 4. |

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Introduction ~~ 
“The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 


wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with populations of 5,000 or more, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis. Over the past year, the sample has been re-designed 
to provide for more widely scattered coverage, and the number of sample areas 
selected for complete enumeration has been increased from about 400 to nearly 800. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the boun- 
daries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

~The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occu- 
pancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as com- 
pleted for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 
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row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.);

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at 
least $250. including produce used for home consumption. This definition was intro- 
duced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a 
period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing 
at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings there is actually little differ- 
ence between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, thev are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

seme cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey or new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bound- 
aries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or fram & common passage inside, The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at 
least $250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was intro- 
duced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a 
period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing 
at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little differ- 
ence between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care shoula be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should 
be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without interview, 
there is no error attributable to response difficulties, However, due to the method 
of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the reporting 
of some dwellings started in certain months, The result is an under-estimate for the 
months in which the delayed starts are actually reported, This effect was most 
pronounced in 1955 when starts for June and October were Substantially over-estimated, 
In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months has been revised 
using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling was actually 
started, The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the months 
affected were different than in 1955, Data is not available on which to base a 
revision of the monthly distributions prior to 1955. As changes from month to month 
are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling variability, 
caution is required in making such comparisons, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 
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Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4. 


Analysis 
Completions of dwelling units in Canada during 1955 numbered an estimated 
131,892 units, of which 127,552 were new dwellings, the remainder having been added 
by conversion of existing structures during the year. 
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In 1954 the corresponding figures were 106,338 and 101,965 respectively. 
Starts numbered 138,276 an increase of 24,749 over 1954. On December 31, 1955, 
there were 79,716 unfinished dwelling units in various stages of construction, At 
the same date in 1954, there were 68,641 units under construction, 


Regionally, starts and completions during 1955, showed increases over 
1954. Newfoundland starts increased by 20 per cent and the completions by ll per cent. 
Starts in the Maritimes, Quebec, Ontario, the Prairies and British Columbia were up 
by 30, 33, 15, 1 and 63 per cent respectively.

Completions rose by 11, 31, 33, 25, 2 and 53 per cent in Newfoundland, 
the Maritimes, Quebec, Ontario, the Prairies and British Columbia respectively, 
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The average time required to build dwelling units completed in 1955, 
was 6.2 months, The corresponding figure for 1954, was 6.3 months, 


It is estimated from analysis of the type of dwellings built in 1955, 
that approximately 27 per cent were for rental purposes. The same analysis for 1954, 
showed that nearly 28 per cent of the dwellings built were for rental purposes,

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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each monfth by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the 
Metropolitan Areas, From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of 
these areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as 
at January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of 
the Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total 
number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being 
revised from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100, This reduction 
of 616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under 
construction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1, These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construction 
includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy, 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted, 
Dwellings wnich are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) lefamily detached - a one family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


is 


(ii) 2 family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - @ Oone-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of 
households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres 
or more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place 
over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as 
containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or 
more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually 
little difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count, 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration, As the survey for the most part can be carried on without 
interview, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due 
to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay 
in the reporting of some dwellings started in certain months, The result is an 
under-estimate for the months in which the delayed starts are actually reported. 
This effect was most pronounced in 1955 when starts for June and October were 
substantially over-estimated. In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of 
Starts by months for 1955 has been revised using additional reported information on 
the months in which the dwelling was actually started, The 1955 estimates of starts 
in Tables 1 and 2 have also been revised on this basis, For January, 1955, the 
revision added 93 units to the estimate of starts, The effect of this tendency was

less in previous years and the months affected were different than in 1955. 

Data is not available on which to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior 
to 1955. As changes from month to month are affected by these delays in reporting 
and by the inherent sampling variability, caution is required in making such 
comparisons, The 1956 estimates of starts given in this report are subject to 
similar revision on the basis of data which will be obtained in the June 1956 survey 
and revision of these estimates and of those for the months intervening will be made 
in the June report. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last 
digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the 
tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in 
Table 4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
category in Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, Victoria and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in 
the delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January l, 1956, and for Vancouver, 
the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey District 
Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase 
of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. 
While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was 
quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed entirely and 
for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous years is 
possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres 
also have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in 
Appendix A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these 
cases are included in the category to which they belong individually, wnich could 
be any one of the four rural-urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


February, 1956 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with 
the co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the 
Metropolitan Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries 
of these areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the 
Metropolitan Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are 
discussed in more detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full 
coverage of additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a 
sample basis was begun as at January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of 
coverage (and in the case of the Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted 
in the estimate of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada 
at the beginning of the year being revised from 79,716 (as given in the December 
1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 616 is the resultant of an increase 
of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under construction in urban centres and a 
decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(1) l-+family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings;

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
Open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes | 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row of — 
three or more attached houses with common or 
adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside, The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of 
households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at 
least $250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place 
over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as 
containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or 
more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually 
little difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count, 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without interview, 
there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the method 
of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months, The result is an under- 
estimate for the months in which the delayed starts are actually reported, This 
effect was most pronounced in 1955 when starts for June and October were substantially 
over-estimated. In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months 
for 1955 has been revised using additional reported information on the months in 
which the dwelling was actually started. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 
and 2 have also been revised on this basis, For the period January 1 to February 28, 
1955, the revision added 257 units to the estimate of starts, The effect of this 
tendency was less in previous years and the months affected were different than in 
1955. Data is not available on which to base a revision of the monthly distributions 
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prior to 1955. As changes from month to month are affected by these delays in 
reporting and by the inherent sampling variability, caution is required in making 
such comparisons, The 1956 estimates of starts given in this report are subject 
to similar revision on the basis of data which will be obtained in the June 1956 
survey and revision of these estimates and of those for the months intervening 
‘will be made in the June report. 

The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last 
digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the 
tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas 
and the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the 
‘principal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas 
are given in Table 4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 
or more" category in Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used 
from 1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, Victoria and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January l, 1956, in 
the delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase o:” somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January l, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an 
increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at Janvery i, 
1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, hiid., 
was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed entirely 
and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous years is 
possible, 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included 
in the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the 
four rural-urban classifications,

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration, 

Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey, Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. ‘These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy, 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
wwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
Purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office | 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intenued to accommodate. | 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least . 
$250. including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of #50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
aifference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This Sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
shoula be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampliag variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings startea in certain months, Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect wes 
pronounced in 1955 when under-estimates of starts in the months preceding June and 
October were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two months. In 
Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has been 
revised using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 and 2 have also 
been revised on this basis. For the period January 1 to March 31, 1955, the revision 
added 559 units to the estimate of starts. The effect of this tendency was less 
in previous years and the months affected were different than in 1955. Data is 
not available on which to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior to 
1955. As changes from month to month are affected by these delays in reporting 
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and by the inherent sampling variability, caution is required in making such com- 
parisons, The 1956 estimates of starts given in this report are subject to similar 
revision on the basis of data which will be obtained in the June 1956 survey and 
revision of these estimates and of those for the months intervening will be made 

in the June report. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summatiom and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city, 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
unaer construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed eutirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications,

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


April, 1956 


Introduction 


| The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
-gurvey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,900 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely, The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration, 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas Of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential constfuction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
QOradjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential | 
structure containing three or more dwelling — 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling | 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a | 
store, etc.); | 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 

above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarter: 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b>) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of somes dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result woulda be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect was 
pronounced in 1955 when under-estimates of starts in the months preceding June and 
October were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two months. In Table 
9 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has been revised 
using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling was actually 
started. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 and 2 have also been revised on 
this basis. For the period January 1 to April 30, 1955, the revision added 1,374 unit: 
to the estimate of starts. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years 
and the months affected were different than in 1955. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling

variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to similar revision on the basis of data 
which will be obtained in the June 1956 survey and revision of these estimates and 
of those for the months intervening will be made in the June report. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Aneas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January l, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 


of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications,

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
gurvey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas, From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Ganada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas, 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table l. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted, 
Dwellings woich are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); | 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the |

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters

For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. while formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This Sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the Size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count, 


In addition to sampling Variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties, However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred, This effect was 
pronounced in 1955 when under-estimates of starts in the months preceding June and 
October were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two months, In Table 
5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has been revised 
using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling was actually 
started. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 and 2 have also been revised on 
this basis. For the period January 1 to May 31, 1955, the revision added 2,687 unit 
to the estimate of starts. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years 
and the mouths affected were different than in 1955. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 
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variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
gtarts given in this report are subject to similar revision on the basis of data 
which will be obtained in the June 1956 survey and revision of these estimates and 
of those for the months interven will be made in the June report. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather tor convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the woole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of & little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major’ Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co< 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration, 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section “Metropolitan Areas” on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Def initions 


The count of dwellings wich are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy, 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted, 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(11) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(i411) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business — 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters overa 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the | 
structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of #50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a semple survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred, This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 when under-estimates of starts in the months preceding June 
and October were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two months. In 
Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has been revised 
using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling was actually 
started. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 and 2 have also been revised on 
this basis. For the period January 1 to June 30, 1955, the revision added 709 units 
to the estimate of starts. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years 
and the months affected were different than in 1955. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 
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variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to similar revision on the basis of data 
which will be obtained in the October 1956 survey and revision of these estimates and 
of those for the months intervening will be made in the October report. From infor- 
mation obtained in conjunction with the June 1956 survey, the originally published 
figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was revised to 40,798. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the waole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in au increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
Suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration, 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of awellings under con- 
struction in urban centres ana a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Def initions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of tnis survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
Open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 

of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office | 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); | 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. | 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarter 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While tormerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. ‘This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 when under-estimates of starts in the months preceding June 
and October were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two months. In 
Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months tor 1955 has been revisec 
using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling was actually; 
started. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 and 2 have also been revised on 
this basis, For the period January 1 to July 31, 1955, the revision added 1,275 units 
to the estimate of starts. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years 
and the months affected were different than in 1955. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affécted by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 


: 


variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
gtarts given in this report are subject to similar revision on the basis of data 
which will be obtained in the October 1956 survey and revision of these estimates and 
of those for the months intervening will be made in the October report. From infor 
‘mation obtained in conjunction with the June 1956 survey, the originally published 
figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was revised to 40,798.

The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last aigit, 
bat rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of tnese have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under § per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey Vistrict Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net changes in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In adaition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which coulda be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
gurvey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on 4 sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of tne total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-ramily detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joinea to other builaings; 

(ii) 2-family detached. - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as 4@ semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) fran one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
#<50, including proauce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new saaple design woich took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as conkaining at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of 50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a@ sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling veriability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from toe sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
Should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


Io addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, aue to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellingsstarted in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in wuich these starts are reported 
aud an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 when under-estimates of starts in the months preceding June 
and October were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two months. In 
Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has been revised 
using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling was actually 
started. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 and 2 have also been revised on 
this basis. For the period January 1 to August 31, 1955, the revision added 2,059 
units to the estimate of starts. The effect of tnis tendency was less in previous 
years and the months affected were different than in 1955. Data is not available on 
wiich to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior to 1955. As changes from 
month to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 
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variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to similar revision on the basis of data 
which will be obtained in the October 1956 survey and revision of these estimates and 
of those for the months intervening will be made in the October report. From infor- 
mation obtained in conjunction with the June 1956 survey, the originally published 
figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was revised to 40,798. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-definea suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
vata for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from'1952 
to 1955. Bounaary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January l, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
Changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the aduition of 
Nepean Township resultea in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resultea in an increase of 4 little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January l, 1956. While the net changes in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subaivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburbpan areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are includea in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration, 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas, From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are aelineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussea in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-rouna occupancy, 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey-, 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential | 
structure containing three or more dwelling ; 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarter: 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommoaate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new aefinitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 when under-estimates of starts in the months preceding June 
and October were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two months. In 
Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has been revised 
using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling was actually 
startea. The 1955 estimates of starts in Tables 1 and 2 have also been revised on 
this basis. For the period January 1 to September 30, 1955, the revision adaed 3,580 
units to the estimate of starts. The effect of this tendency was less in previous 
years and the months affected were different than in 1955. Data is not available on 
which to base a revision of the monthly distributions prior to 1955. As changes from 
month to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 
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variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to similar revision on the basis of data 
which will be obtained in the October 1956 survey and revision of these estimates 
will be made in the October report. From information obtained in conjunction with 
the June 1956 survey, the originally published figure for starts, January 1 to 

May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was revised to 40,798. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas, In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net changes in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications,

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
Survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
Operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and Over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a Sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration, 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metro- 
politan Areas, From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census. These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of additional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a Sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas, 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1, These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start ona dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a Structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc« 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as «pleted for the 
Purposes of this survey, 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a One-family house open on all four sides, 

i1.e., not joined to other buildings; 

rid) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
Open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as @ semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250, including produce usea for home consumption, This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimate in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


in addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956. Under-estimates of starts in the months preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
months, In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the 
months affected were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 
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variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtained in the June and October surveys. The originally published 
figures for starts during the period January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was revised 
to 40,798 and for starts, January 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 103,437 
from 100,041. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull ana Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. in the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under. construction at January 1, 1956. While the net changes in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban pertion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metroe 
politan Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census, These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas” on page 5. Full coverage of aaditional 
areas Of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted in the estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the December 1955 report) to 79,100. This reduction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includces only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey, 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family Louse which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - & one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the | 
structure is intenaed to accommodate,

For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimatesin this report are besed in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability, This sempling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precesion 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count, 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties, However, due to the 
methoa of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months, Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred, This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956. Under-estimates of starts in the momths preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
months, In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the 
months affected were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 
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variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtained in the June and October muirveys. The originally published 
figures for starts during the period January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was revised 
to 40,798 and for starts, January 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 103,437 
from 100,041. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the wnole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2, 


Tne Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary altetations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of Jauvary 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the audition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewnat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey Vistrict Municipality formerly excludea 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net changes in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A, It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individaually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

Introauction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are exumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


Attention is drawn to changes in the composition of some of the Metroe 
politen Areas. From 1952 to 1955, inclusive, the 1951 Census boundaries of these 
areas were used for this survey. Beginning with January 1956, the Metropolitan 
Areas are delineated as for the 1956 Census, These changes are discussed in more 
detail in the section "Metropolitan Areas" on page 5. Full coverage of auditional 
areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample basis was begun as at 
January 1, 1956. These changes in the basis of coverage (and in the case of the 
Metropolitan Areas, of classification) resulted inthe estimate of the total number 
of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning of the year being revised 
from 79,716 (as given in the vecember 1955 report) to 79,100. This reauction of 
616 is the resultant of an increase of 552 in the estimate of dwellings under con- 
struction in urban centres and a decrease of 1,168 in the estimate for rural areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


vefinitions 


The count of dwellings wiich are started, completed, ana uncer construc- 
tion incluces only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey, 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.,e., not joine@d to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-aetached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - @ one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is aefined as a structurally separate set of living guarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the builaing, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intenuea to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including proauce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
ditference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


since the estimatesin this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the aata on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates aerived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count, 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties, However, aque to the 
methou of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tenaency towards delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months, Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an unaer-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956. Under-estimates of starts in the momths preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
montos. In Table 5 of this report, the cistribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using aaditional reported intormation on the months in which the awelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tencency was less in previous years and the 
montns aifectcda were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
tc base 4 revision of the monthly aistribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 
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variability, caution is required in making such comparisons. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtuined in the June ana October surveys. ‘The originally published 
figures for starts during the perioa Janusry 1 to yey 31, 1956, of 38,007 was revised 
to 40,798 aud for starts, Janusry 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 103,437 
from 100,041. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounaed, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 unuer the name of the principal city. 
vata for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 4; 
the woole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The iWetropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations maae for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and windsor, have been incorporated as of Jauuary 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas, In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the audition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewnat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
unuer construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey Vistrict municipality formerly excluaed 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings unuer construction at January 1, 1956. while the net changes in the total 
wetropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely ana for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. JData for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix Ae Tee 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to wich they belong indiviaually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications. 


Analysis 

Starts of new dwelling units in Canada decreased by nearly 8 per cent to 
127,311 for 1956 from the 1955 figure of 138,276. Completions of new dwellings, 
however, rose 6 per cent to 135,700 in 1956 from 127,929 in 1955. Including dwelling 
units added by conversion of existing structures, total completions numbered 139,266 
for 1956 and 132,269 in 1955. At vecember 31, 1956, there were 68,579 dwelling units 
unuer construction, as compsrea with 79,339 at the end of 1955.

In 1956, starts were down from 1955 in Quebec (10%), Ontario (9%) , the 
Prairie Provinces (9%), and British Columbia (4%). Newfoundland and the Maritime 
Provinces showed small increases in starts from 1955. 
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Completions of , new dwellings, were higher for 1956 than for 1955 in 
Newfoundland (18%), Quebec (18%), the Praire Provinces (4%) and British Columbia 
(7%), while in the Maritime Provinces and Ontario they were slightly lower.

From analysis on the types of dwelling constructed, it is estimated that 
nearly 26 per cent of the new dwellings completed in 1956 were built for rental 
purposes. A similar analysis for 1955 indicated that about 27 per cant of the 
dwellings completed in that year were built for rental.
